Early in the spring, preferably 
the first warm days, Kersten takes 
to the hills with a gunny sack, 
heavy gloves and a pair of home­ 
made tongs.

Spotting a basking 
snake, 
or 
sometimes an entire family, he 
moves cautiouly ahead. With the 
tongs he seizes the rattler just 
back of the head, snips out the 
poisonous fangs while it threshes 
madly about and maneuvers it into 
the sack. 
“The snake won’t bite through 
the sack because they are all tan­ 
gled up and confused," Kersten 
explained. 
He often keeps them on his 
farm for weeks 
before 
turning 
them in for a bounty. He has 
collected as much as $700 a year 
in this manner. 
In captivity the snakes refuse 
to eat, sometimes 
existing 
for 
four of five months without food. 
Kersten keeps no record of how 
many snakes he has captured,

SAN FRANCISCO.—(UP)—With an ev er increasing 
realization of the necessity of land -u se planning throu ghou t 
the United States, the Commonwealth clu b 
of California 
has completed a two-y ear stu d y of the problem, cond u cted 
by lead ing agricu ltu ral ex perts of the state. 
W hile the final report makes’ 
no effort to establish ju st how 
mu ch planning shou ld be u nd er­ 
taken, it seeks to establish a basis 
of 
the 
am ou nt 
of land 
that 
shou ld be d ev oted to agricu ltu re 
if farm ing is to be kept on a 
profitable basis. 
Some id ea of the loss that has 
been incu rred throu gh lack of 
scientific 
land -u se 
planning in 
California alone is rev ealed in the 
fact, the report cites, that d u ring 
the past 10 y ears 3 00,000 acres of 
fru it trees and grape v ines, cost­ 
ing from $100 to $4 00 an acre to 


000,000 in the United States In 
19 4 0, an ad equ ate d iet for a fam ­ 
ily of low income wou ld necessi­ 
tate 23 0,000,000 acres of agricu l­ 
tu ral land . 
For fam ilies of med iu m income 
this total m ight rise to 286 ,000,- 
000 acres of prod u ctiv e land . 
This means, the reports hold s 
that the low income class wou ld I 
need 1.78 acres per capita and the 
med iu m income grou p, 2.22 acres. 
The low er cost d iet, it points 
ou t, wou ld inclu d e relativ ely more 
potatoes

By 19 3 3 , howev er, the 
total nu m ber of acres requ ired 
had d ropped to 4 0,000,000. 
“Unless we can rev iv e inter­ 
national trad e,” the report say s 
“certain areas m u st make great 
changes in the u ses mad e of their 
land s. Abou t a fifth of the wheat 
crop ov er half of the cotton and 
abou t half of the d ried fru it crop 
hav e gone into ex port ou tlets. 
“Since the international trad e 
cannot continu e on a ‘sell bu t d o 
not bu y basis’ the ou tlets of these 
prod u cts are d efinitely related to 
ou r tariff policy .” 
A few other elements which will 
hav e to be taken into consid era­ 
tion in arriv ing on a plan for 
land -u se planning will be that of 
a long or short period ov er which 
the planning shou ld ex tend ; the 
rate at which present trend s are 
likely to change, and the natu re 
of v ariou s economic forces tha t 
m u st affect the entire situ ation.

CANADIAN CONFERENCE 
Av iation authorities of the United States and 
Canada are in conference again, this time nom­ 
inally to decide m atters relating to regular air 
routes between the two countries. But it is likely 
that m atters of common air defense will also be 
discussed. They can scarcely fail to be discussed 
"hen a\iation authorities of the two countries 
meet, for the problem is obv iously a joint one. 
Especially on the west coast, because of the 
Alaskan outpost, it is inconceiv able that an attack 
on either country could fail to be of equal con­ 
cern to the other. F or in these days of air war, an 
enemy a ir base established in either country is 
a direct threa t to the other. 
Thu3 new perm anent air bases with m ilitary 
possibilities to be established by either country 
will undoubtedly be located with a v iew to the 
common defense of both. When two countries like 
the United States and Canada neither fear nor 
distrust each other, they can work together with 
a m utual confidence unknown in Europe. 


PA R TN E R W IT H H A R R Y BRIDGES 
V hen we read the testimony of H arry Bridges, 
we get a little conception of w hat the employer 
is up against. Under the W agner law, if an em ­ 
ployers gets a man on his payroll like H arry 
Bridges, it is alm ost impossible to get rid of him, 
if he does not w ant to quit. 
It should be remembered that Bridges testified 
that the “em ployers should be poisoned or some­ 
thing.” He also testified that the “owners of the 
railroads and oil wells stole them in the first 
place.” He ev idently does not believ e tha t the man 
who sacrificed and abstained from using the com­ 
forts of life and used them to build the railroads 
and find the oil wells is entitled to them. He 
blatantly m ade these statem ents w ithout any ev i­ 
dence that the man who owned these railroads 
and oil wells are thiev es. Those who accuse others 
of being thiev es w ithout ev idence are either ex­ 
trem ely ignorant or thiev es themselv es. And I do 
not think Bridges is ignorant. 
Bridges nev er explains how the w orkers would 
be better off if the railroads had not been built or 
the oil wells discov ered. He leav es the infererice 
tha t the gov ernment would hav e built them. But 
if they did, someone would hav e had to abstain 
from the com forts of life in order to hav e them 
And judging from other things done by the gov 
ernm ent they would hav e cost a great deal more 
than by hav ing them produced by priv ate enter 
prise. 


Bridges is a fine example of what ev entually 
results when people believ e in collectiv e bar­ 
gaining. It is just w hat H arry Bridges adv ocates, 
Civ il War. It, of course, ev entually m eans that 
if collectiv e bargaining is to be put into operation 
tha t those people who control the necessities, such 
as w ater and transportation, will m ake the rest 
of the world serfs. The necessities will become so 
high and those who hav e control of the necessities 
will demand so much tha t there will be little 
energy left to produce non-essentials or luxuries. 
I t makes no difference whether H arry Bridges 
is a member of the Communistic P arty or not. He 
adv ocates things that will destroy our liberty and 
m akes us serfs. 
If there is no law to deport such a m an there 
should be one enacted. There is only one thing to 
fight for and tha t is to prev ent men like H arry 
Bridges and John Lewis from getting control of 
our gov ernment. There should be no reason why 
aliens like H arry Bridges should rem ain in this 
country. He has no respect for people who don’t 
pay tribute to his power.

AVERAG E W AG ES 
We hear much nowadays about minimum wages. 
Just the other day I heard a theorist contend that 
ev ery w orker ought to get $30 a week, tha t a 
person needed tha t on which to liv e. 
Then I asked him how this could be done when 
the total^ production in the United States was only 
about 65 billion dollars and there are only 50 
million working people, so tha t the av erage could 
only be about $1,300 dollars a year, or $25 a 
week. This would be w ithout allowing anything 
for the use of tools. I t would also be w ith the 
idea that no m an could receiv e more than $25 a 
week whether he produces more or not. 
This idea that the people should be paid in pro­ 
portion to their needs w hether they actually pro­ 
duced what they need or not is largely the ‘cause 
of the worst depression in history. W hat we need 
most is to perm it free enterprise to function so 
that we would hav e better liv ing standards. 
But with our present production some people 
" ill hav e to work for a great deal less than $25 
a week. First because there m ust be some rew ard 
or capital in order to hav e capital. And sec­ 
ond, because by paying all men the sam e per unit 
of production, some men will produce m any times 
m ore than the slowest producers so m ust be paid 
m any times more than the slow workers. 
No, these theoretical wages do not work out. 
When one man is paid m ore than he produces, 
then others m ust receiv e less than they produce. 
They sooner or later object to this and refuse to 
continue. 


There is one law tha t should gov ern w hat ev ery 
w orker receiv es and tha t is a free m arket. Each 
employer should hav e the rig ht to buy the m ost 
serv ice he can for the money. And ev ery employee 
should hav e the right to buy the most he can for 
his labor on a free m arket. T hat is he should 
hav e the right to sell his labor to the w orld’s 
highest bidder. 


This is the rule tha t is definite and has always 
been successful. T here will be no friction when 
this is put into effect. But when it is discarded 
ere is nothing but friction, turm oil and ev ent­ 
ually Civ il War.

the WPA and the Labor Board, 
as prime examplss—should not be 
used against them in 1940, or at 
anytime. And so the House adopt­ 
ed the resolution sponsored by 
one of the purgees, Smith of Vir­ 
ginia, to undress the Labor Board 
in Public. 
And it 
passed 
the 
Hatch bill that forbids employes 
in Secretary Ickes’ office, for ex­ 
ample, to campaign against Con­ 
gressmen. 
But that is not all. 
I t is only 
a small part. For the first time 
in American history a national 
political conv ention will be held 
in 1940 in which the adm inistra­ 
tion in power will not be able to 
nam e a single postm aster, district 
attorney, U. S. 
m arshal, 
WPA 
foreman, AAA superv isor, or gov ­ 
ernm ent payroller of any degree 
as a delegate. 
If anything is better designed 
to prev ent Mr. Roosev elt domi­ 
nating that conv ention, it has not 
been catalogued. Yes, the chick­ 
ens cast upon the w aters hav e

days—to 
H atch!

WASHINGTON — Despite all 
of the organization 
work done 
during the last session of Con 
gress, one of the sorest spots in 
the Gov ernment remains the Fed 
eral Communications Commission 
This is one point on which the 
radio companies, the newspapers 
and the White House all probably 
agree.

You and Your Nation's Affairs 


AND THEY PUT MEN IN JAIL FOR THISl

Recent articles in this column hav e 
discussed the future outlook for fed 
eral bond prices and the v arious op­ 
tions that m ight be taken by the 
gov ernm ent to 
s up p o r t these 
prices, in case 
the top-heav y 
structure began 
to topple. T he 
be s t w ay of 
meeting the sit 
uation, namely 
an upw ard con 
v ersion of in­ 
t e r e s t 
r a te s 
t hr o ug h 
r e ­ 
funding, is too 
unlikely for po­ 
litical reasons 
to be seriously 
considered. 
A nother o p ­ 
tion would be open m arket buying 
of the bonds by the Treasury. This 
is not a new dev ice, for the later Lib­ 
erty Loan Acts authorized the use of 
not more than 5 per cent of the pro­ 
ceeds of one loan to buy the bonds 
prev iously issued. The object was to 
support the price, make the gov ern­ 
m ent’s credit look better, and thus 
assure a better price for the new 
issue. The Treasury now has full 
power to engage in open m arket op­ 
erations, either to buy or to sell fed­ 
eral bonds. When indiv iduals start 
buying and selling securities in which 
they are interested with a v iew to 
rigging the price, the practice is 
called ‘wash selling." It is one of the 
worst offenses that can be committed 
in the Wall Street legion. When the 
Treasury engages In sim ilar buying 
or selling of gov ernment bonds, it 
becomes, 
some 
way, an 
entirely 
proper operation to preserv e an or­ 
derly market. 
The effect of large buying of bonds 
by gov ernment agencies would be to 
keep the price up. This, in turn, would 
keep down the yield or inv estm ent 
return. It would create easier condi­ 
tions in the m oney market. All other 
interest and discount rates would 
also be kept down, or prev ented from 
rising. 
W hether or not sudi an influence 
upon interest rates would be desir­ 


able would depend on circumstances. 
If the budget were still badly bal­ 
anced and if large additional loan« 
were still to be made, this manipula­ 
tion of interest rates would create a 
fictitious situation in which the new 
borrowing would occur at lower 
rales. Thus it would create a need 
for further, continued manipulation 
of the same sort in order to support 
the price of a still larger mass of low- 
interest debt. 
If the rise of interest rates were 
produced by a strong 
business re­ 
cov ery and its accompanying absorp- 
tio n of readily av ailable inv estment 
and loanable funds, then any manipu- 
lation of these rates that would pre­ 
v ent them from rising would be a 
serious m atter. Expanding business 
and inv estm ent require the steadying 
mfluence of a rising interest rate. 
This increases the cost of capital, and 
compels a m ore cautious attitude to­ 
w ard the risk of further expansion. 
It performs the serv ice of a brake, 
which prev ents the expansion from 
going too fast and too far. W ithout 
its restraining effect, the expansion 
tends to dev elop the more rapidly 
into an unwholesome boom, and from 
that stage into another acute crisis 
and depression. 
An artificial restriction of interest 
rates would therefore lead the more 
quickly to a repetition of the experi­ 
ences of the late Twenties. It would 
be a serious responsibility for the 
Treasury to attem pt large-scale in­ 
terference with the m arket when 
such consequences are likely to be 
produced Yet, all things considered, 
this method of av oiding a panic in 
federa1 bonds is the one that is most 
likely to be used if and when the 
prices of these bonds turn soft 
Th^ re is no really good reason why , 
J 
the Treasurry should hav e the au- ^ 
thority to buy and 
sell g o v ernment 
bonds freely in the market. It should
